REPUBLICAN GUNS. 


A Great Speech ae a Great Orator 
to an Entranced Audience. 


Hon. Henry Edgerton to the People of Los 
Angeles—Followed by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hart— The Spanish Meeting. 


Last evening a very fine gathering of 
citizens greeted the distinguished Re- 
publican speakers, Hon. Henry Edger- 
ton and Hon. A. L. Hart, at the stand 
on Court street. 

The meeting was called to order by 
T. J. Caystile, Esq., Chairman of the 
Republican County Central Committee, 
who nominated G. Wiley Wells as 
Chairman, with the following Vice- 
Presidents and _ Secretaries: Vice- 
Presidents: J. E. Hollenbeck, D. M. 
Berry, M. D. Johnson, J. M. Clark, T. 
B. Hayes, J. Q. A. Stanley, E. 
J. Vawter, J. C. Leighton, J. 
Nagie, R. J. Northam, C. G. Kellogg, 
H. G. Otis, T. J. Weldon, F. Lanteris,

Mr. Wells then i in a neat introductory 
speech presented Hon. Henry Edgerton, 

of Sacramento. Mr. Edgerton referred 
to the fact of his being a candi- 
date at large for Congress. While the 
signs of the times point to Republican 
success, it was well to admonish it that 

they needed a decided awakening, and 
it would conquer if it only exercised 
half of its old enthusiasm. California 
oughtto be a Republican State. To 
the Democrats she owes little or noth- 
ing. We keep in tender memory the 
war which is a part of her history. The 
Democracy for a long time and persist- 
ently fought the admission of Califor- 
nia as a State. Twenty-seven years ago 
the Republican party sprang from the 
people like Pallas from the brow 
of Jove. She took the — stand 
that the principles of the! Dec- 
laration of Independence,, and 
the preservation and defense of the Con- 
stitution and the Union were of para- 
mount importance. Human slavery 
isa blight against God and ev erything 
it touches. People must protect their 
industries, and we ask fora protective 
tariff. The Republican party now stands 
at the bar of public opinion in Califor- 
nia to render an account of its steward- 
ship. It is no wonder that in its his- 
tory of a quarter of a century some 
abuses have crept in. By the home- 
stead laws of the Republican party it 
has changed a howling wilderness to the 
garden of the gods. Under what skies, 
in what heaven has any emblem been 
unfolded like our nationa] banner that 
represented so much power and makes 
the American name so respected? In 
1861, at the close of the Democratic ad- 
ministration, we had 33,000,000 of 
people. Now we have 55,000,000. All 
Europe has only seventy-five cities con- 
taining over 100,000 souls. The United 
States has thirty with each over 100,- 
000 souls. In 1861 we had 32,000 miles 
of railroads; now we can gird the 
earth four times with railroads. Then 
the Atlantie and Pacific seaboards were 
weeks and months of travel apart; now 
but seven days count the span. Then 
San Francisco marked the western 
boundary; now it is far to the 
east of. the utmost western boundaries. 
Then the national debt was from $60,- 
000,000 to $80,000,000, and under Bu- 
chanan the United States bonds went 
begging. Now, it is about $3,000,000, - 
000, with 4 per cents. at 19°, premium. 
And this was the purchase of a united 
Government of States. Then the vast 
territory between the Missssippi and the 
Pacific Coast was a wilderness; it is 
now being rapidly settled, and its in- 
dustries developed. And-when the Re- 
publican party comes to count up its 
jewels Kansus will be one of them. The 
Democratic orators refuse any credit to 
the Republicans for this prosperous 
condition, but ascribed it to -the people 
and Almighty God. He believed in a re- 
quiting Providence, and it was a great 
blessing that the Republican party has 
been the chosen instrument his wonders 


to perform. If so, the existence of 
the Democratic party was to be 
accounted for from the fact 


that God had so framed the constitution 
of the universe that evil was eternal and 
the Devil immortal. {Laughter and ap- 
plause.} No Democrat could read the 
encomiums of several statesmen of other 
nations whom he named without giving 
the Republican party its proper credit. 
Thus he presented the history of the 
Republican party and the present con- 
dition of the nation under its fostering 
care. New questions are pressing upon 
us, and no recapitulation of the past 
can meet the question of the present. 
He referred to DeLesseps’ and Ead’s 
great plans, and that over two-thirds of 
the stock to the latter had already been 
subscribed in foreign lands, and boys 
and girls are living in Los Angeles who 
will live tosee the great plans carried 


out. The great question that exercised 
the great minds of the age 
was cheap transportation. Mr. Poore 


in his Railroad Manual estimates the 
value of all railroads on the earth to be 
$500,000,000, and the gross receipts to 
be $700,000,000 annually; the net re- 
ceipts, $255,000,000 annually; and they 
emploved over 1,000,000 men. After 
Parliament had passed 3000 laws and 
the railroad corporations had spent 
$450,000,000 to defeat the laws, they 
appointed a commission to investigate 
the matter. After two years they re- 
commended that a commission be ap- 
pointed bythe Crown. One man was 
to be the representative of the law, one 
of the railroad, another of the commer- 
cial business. Asa result the railroad 
in England is past agitation and irrita- 
tion. California has somewhat imitated 
England in this matter. Our commis- 


sion has almost unlimited power. 
In tke hands of men _ it will 
be, according to their  charac- 
ter,. baleful or _ beneficent. The 


Republican party has nominated Col. 
Gibson, of Oakland, and the Democrats 
Mr. Foote. Mr. Foote has made a 
pledge that within thirty days after tak- 
ing office he would reduce transportation 
twenty per cent. Even Doyle, also 
Democratic, says no gentleman can take 
such a pledge. He knew he was speak- 
ing in the home of General George 
Stoneman. Against him he had noth- 
ing to say. But his record was public 
property. General Stoneman has been 
Railroadi Commissioner for five years— 
three years by the appointment of Gov. 
Irwin under the O’Connor bill, and two 
years by his election. During that time 
General Stoneman has been paid $20,- 
000 in hard bullion for his services, but 
he has never given a line of information 
on .the subject of railroads. Only 
a few days ago Governor Stanford 
flooded the land with printed docu- 
mencs containing his side of the ques- 
tion. Why did not Stoneman answer 
him? Railroad Commissioners in other 
lands were scattering their arguments 
among the constituents. He then de- 
tailed the last session of the Commnis- 
sion, and exposed Stoneman’s utter 
weakness. The four-cent rule, which 
Stoneman wished made three, would 
ruin the narrow-gauge railroads in this 
State which are in opposition to the 
Central Pacific. The Colfax and Ne- 
vada Railroad cannot turn a wheel on 
four cents a mile. He stated on the 
authority of Judge C. Schell, of Tulare 
county, that Stoneman had said that 
fares and freights were entirely reas- 
onable. Where is Stoneman? Where 
are the Democrats herding him? 
[Cheers, laughter and applause. | 
Mr. Jefferson never made a_ speech, 
but had the noble record of the 
Declaration of Independence and the 
laws of Virginia, Stoneman’s record, 
though he never makes a speech, should 
inspire one with distrust. It is said 
that he once surrendered 1500 men to 
500 down in Georgia. Perhaps he is 
somewhere negotiating to surrender the 
Democratic party to Mrs. Marion Todd ! 
[Great laughter. ]
